LACHINE CANAL 


NATIONAL HISTORIC SITE 


At Lachine, on the southwest of the island of Montréal, 
accessible from the Old Port of Montréal or Old Lachine, 
among other. 


Discover the many facets of a waterway that has helped shape 

the landscape of Montréal and neighbouring municipalities on 
the St. Lawrence River. Inaugurated in 1825, the Lachine Canal 
was built in response to the need to bypass the rapids which 
hindered navigation, and therefore trade, on the St. Lawrence. 
Being a major part of the Montreal area’s heritage, the Canal 
was Canada’s main industrial centre for many years. The 
Lachine Canal will be reopened to navigation in 2002. The site 
is currently under development in order to offer you an even 
more fascinating site to discover!

Originally used for commercial 
purposes, the Sainte-Anne-de-Bellevue Canal became part of 
the Montréal-Ottawa-Kingston inland navigation route. 
Inaugurated in 1843, it made the transportation of wood easier 
until the early 20th century.

navigational aid centres in Canada. In fact, through the operation of a 
piloting station from 1859 to 1959, the construction of four 
lighthouses, the presence of a Marconi telegraph station and a 
quarantine office made Pointe-au-Pere a significant contribution to the 
country’s maritime history. This location has also played an important 
role in the tragedy of the Empress of Ireland, sunk on May 29, 1914. 
In partnership with Parks Canada, the Musée de la Mer of Pointe-au- 
Pere has been operating this historic site since 1980.

(418) 368-6050. Although it is best to reserve early, some sites are kept available on 
a first-come, first-served basis.

HIKING 

Hiking is without a doubt the ideal way to discover the park. At Forillon, nine trails 
totalling close to 70 kilometres lead hikers to observation points overlooking 
maqgnificent landscapes. The top of the Mont Saint-Alban Tower unfolds a panoramic 
view of the sea and of the mountains. The Les Graves trail leads to the open 
immensity of the sea. And for those interested in longer hikes, the International 
Appalachian Trail (IAT) now crosses the park from west to east covering a distance of 
45 km. Topographical maps and a brochure on the trails are available at the park’s 
reception centres. 


SEA CRUISE 

To fully experience Forillon one must take to the sea. Aboard fully safe cruise boats, 
you can observe, up close, the park’s coastline and steep cliffs, as well as birds and 
marine mammals (Seals and whales). Cruises last either two or two and a half hours 
and include the presence of an experienced guide. This service is offered in 
partnership with local companies.

INTERPRETATION CENTRE 

A visit to the interpretation centre is absolutely essential for learning more about 

Forillon’s different attractions. It features exhibits, large aquariums presenting the 

park’s four underwater habitats, and a projection room. The centre’s team of naturalists 

will show you countless ways to get the most out of your visit. 


INTERPRETATION ACTIVITIES 

In.some of the most beautiful areas of the park, naturalists present family activities that are 
both entertaining and educational. The most popular one is “The Underwater World at 
Grande-Grave” which reveals the mysteries of underwater life. Naturalist-divers gather 
organisms that live in the ocean and explain their astonishing existence. 


The “Hike to the Mont Saint-Alban Tower” is a guided activity on one of the most 
impressive trails in the park. It is a trail of intermediate length (4 km round trip) from 
which the magnificent mountain scenery of Forillon unfolds, revealing the flora and 
fauna of the area. The view from the observation tower, at a height of 283 metres, 

is striking. 


Other interpretation activities 
include learning about the 
distinctive geology of Forillon’s 
rock formations, discovering the 
secrets of marine life in the 
park’s tidal pools, exploring the 
mysteries of the flora at 
Penouille, and hiking to “land’s 
end”, of Cap-Gaspe located at 
the very tip of the park.

It is here, at the foot of the rapids, that Jacques Chambly built 
a wooden fort to protect New France from Iroquois attacks. Two 
other forts would then be erected on the same site before 
yielding place to a stone masterpiece in 1709: Fort Chambly 
was supposed to slow down English army expeditions down 
the Richelieu River. This imposing stone fort, of French 
inspiration, bears witness to the architectural tendencies of 
that time, such as curtains and bastions. Restored by Parks 
Canada in 1983, you can find at Fort Chambly one of the 
18th century’s rarest fortified building still existing today. 
Initially designed for self-guided visits, the exhibitions 
presented to the public open a window onto the history of 
New France. Relive the everyday life of a French soldier and 
the one of a seignory inhabitant in the 18th century and 
discover the numerous archeological remnants that bespeak 


three centuries of history.
